I.— SCULPTURES. 

These sculptures represent religious, social, and historical scenes, archi- 
tectural forms, statues of Buddha and his disciples, and of the protectors 
of his religion, etc. They may be said to fall under the following heads : 
Graco-BuddhistiCy^ which show the influence of Greek art on the repre- 
sentation of early and pure Buddhism. Indo-Bacirian (closely connected 
with the above), which show the relations of the Bactrian Satraps with 
either Buddhist or other North-Indian princes. Indo- Scythian^ Ancient 
Hindu (such as Sati figures representing the poetical conception of the 
burning of widows), representations connected with Hindu worship, etc. 
Indo-BuddhistiCy as showing the gradual corruption of Buddhism by 
re-absorption into Brahminical forips, Barbaric, 

The sculptures elucidate chiefly a period of from 300 b.c. to 800 a.d. 
The study, especially of the thinly-cut groups, throws much light, not 
only on ancient Indian history, but also on the history of art and religion, 
and on universal history, whilst the variety of types found on the Grjeco- 
Buddhistic carvings possesses great ethnological importance. 

The material of which the sculptures are made is various, consisting 
mainly of slate, mortar, lime, marble, and red sandstone.

wristlets and other ornaments, who is being carried off in the 
talons of a scaly animal (probably a dragon) ; the upper part is 
broken off.

a rosary, an axe, and an elephant hook. The serpent, coiled 
round him like a Brahminical cord, lifts its head under his 
mouth, and his charger, a mouse, is represented on the pedestal. 

397. Nandi. Shivd's riding bull (in marble, very superior specimen )i 

ready to be mounted in the usual attitude as seen before the 
Lingam. 

398. Female figure (in marble), in attitude of prayer, with hands folded 

(tinted red) as if for worship ; wears earrings and necklace; has two 
topknots in front and back of head. Two lions on pedestal. The 
arms rest on supports (or ornaments of the arm). Would probably be 
Lakhshmi, were the resting-place more like a lotus. Nos. 396-398 
seem to be made of Jeypur marble, and it is a proof of former 
Hindu ascendancy in now Muhammadan Swat that these, speci- 
mens should have been procured from that country. 

399. Hanuman, the minister of the monkey-god, dug out below a layer of 

Graeco-Buddhistic sculptures in Swat; he is carrying club and 
shield. 

400. The same, and obtained at the same place ; a better specimen than 

the previous one, and very fine of its kind, carrying a bit of a 
mountain, and tinted red. 

40 1 . Nandi, dug up at the same place, with ornamental trappings. 

402. Ganesh, dug up at the same place ; represented as usual : rides on 

his mouse (damaged). 

403. Images in mud, representing Mahadeo with the Ganges flowing from 

his head and a serpent round his neck, with his wife Parbaii, and 
Ganesh and the bull Nandi ; a family scene, worshipped once a 
year by Hindu females after a day's fast. 

404. Durga spearing the head of the Maheshasur with a trident, and hold- 

ing his tail, is a study of the ornaments worn by a native female of 
rank in the way of armlets, wristlets, ankltts, etc. ; one arm holds 
a naked two-edged sword, another a disc for throwing (or shield). 

405. Standing four-armed (possibly) Krishna, holding down two aboriginal 

short-sized persons (one male and the other female), with the 
large bannmala girded round body. 

406. Durga, as before, but smaller, holding a leg of a bedstead, instead 

of a shield, as No. 404. 

407. Ditto (still smaller). 

408. Ditto, leading a lion from which he has just dismounted. 

409. Standing kilted figure, with exaggerated and separate frontlet in a 

niche (corrupt Buddhist), most probably a Sati figure (one who 
has burnt herself with her dead husband). 
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410. Two seated figures (corrupt Buddhist), one over the other, cross- 

legged as usual Possibly also a Sati figure. 

411. A figure resting on one knee (corrupt Buddhist), most probably a 

Sati figure. 

412. Much injured figure (of Mahadeo), holding Farbati (?). 

413. Buddha with his traditional long ears ; very corrupt representation. 

414. Corrupt Buddhist figure (?). (Sati ?)

No/^, — While these figures sometimes descend even below the 
level of inaccurate Hindu delineation, down to the very clumsy 
efforts of the representation of the human figure, a Buddhist 
element seems to pervade several of them.

441. A Sati group ; a widow, having burnt herself with her dead husband, 

wanders with him into a new world (Central India).

Besides these fourteen cases of coins, but belonging to the same 
category, and also found in India, there are about 2,093 uncatalogued — 
1,947 in copper, 143 in silver, and 3 in gold. Among them are coins from 
Kandahar (Alexandahar), and those parts of the Punjab which Alexander 
the Great touched on his invasion of India, such as Taxila, Manikyala, etc. 
There are a great many Sanscrit coins, on some of which are crude 
imitations of the figures on Bactrian coins. Then there are the Kufic 
coins of the earliest Arab conquerors, who either allow a Sanscrit inscrip- 
tion to remain on the reverse, or engrave, 'There is no god but God,' 
across it. With reference to the Bactrian and Maeso-Bactrian coins they 
contain the names of both known and unknown rulers. A closer study 
of the Bactrian, Parthian, and Sassanian coins would probably considerably 
enlarge cur knowledge of an obscure period of history.

1. Picture, in distemper, on canvas, found in a temple near Gya, Ladak, 

representing three Chortens and flowers. — Ladak^ Middle 
Tibet 

2. An Astori woman's bonnet with strings and Dardu frontlet. 

3. A pair of stockings, knitted, obtained at Bonji, on the Chelas and 

Ghilghit frontier, a yard long, exquisitely done. 

4. A Red Lama's (Tibetan priest) ordinary cap. — Zanskar, 

5. A picture, in distemper, on canvas, representing a goddess sitting on 

a throne, composed of an open flower, holding the red lotus, and 
surrounded by figures in the margin. 

6. A woman's bonnet, obtained at a village at the foot of the Nanga- 

parbat. 

7. A woman's girdle, checkered pattern of black, white, red, and yellow 

wool. — Ghilghit^ Dardu, 

8. A pair of stockings, thick, woollen, obtained on the Ghilghit frontier, 

one yard and a half long. 

9. 10. Jade waist-clasps, white. 

II, 12. One large and one small cup of serpentine, obtained at Skardo. 
—Little Tibet. 

13. Ghilghit stockings, usual Dardu pattern, with heels. 

14. A pair of jade wristlets. 

15. A Shina (Dardu) woman's toilette apparatus, consisting of a semi- 

circular box-wood (imported) comb, with a covering in cloth 
rudely embroidered with silk ; two small bags embroidered also, 
to contain trinkets, and a brass brooch. 

16. A Zanskar shepherd's cap, black. 

17. A Nagyr (Dardu) chieftain's cap of black cloth, studded with little 

coils of straw to give the appearance of gold studs, with a plume 
of short white feathers and a crimson silk border ; very becoming. 

18. A girdle, worsted work on coarse gray cloth, worked with blue, dull 

red, yellow and green ; very strong. 

19. A Red Lama's holiday cap ; border, crimson cloth^ and upper part 

embroidered in flower pattern, with crimson, blue, and green 
silk. 
22^. Conch-shell ornament. 
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23. A Grand Lama's festival dress, of blue Chinese satin, elaborately 

embroidered with silk and gold in form of dragons, etc, and a 
woven silk border representing waves and curved bands of colour. 
— Lhassa, 

24. Very loose and wide woman's trousers, narrower at the ankle, where 

they are gathered up into folds. — BaltL 

25. Specimen of a few yards of Kargyil FattUy thick woollen cloth, un- 

dyed, of narrow width. — Ladak, 

26. Khotan silk piece or satinet, crimson, shot with lilac and covered 

with small yellow pattern. 

27. A Bonji man's cap, large and wide, of whitish flannel, with a pattern 

in diamond shape marks. 

28. Two small coarse cotton flags, printed with mythological figures and 

inscriptions, to hang on Chortens, — Ladak, 

29. A picture, in distemper and gold, very old, representing Buddha sur- 

rounded by all his disciples, gods, etc. The figures bear thunder- 
bolts, beads, lotuses, and sacred implements generally. — Ladak. 

30. A picture representing, it is supposed, Lanka (?), the inventor of the 

mystic dance, with a large cap. 

31. A very ancient picture, in oil, on canvas, representing a central figure 

of with a high conical cap, and in a priest's cape of scarlet 

with a deep border of gold work ; the edge is divided into com- 
partments, each containing a picture of a Lama, in high-dress, in 
the position of prayer or contemplation. There are also other 
emblematic figures profusely scattered across the picture. 

32. Two large cups and saucers, and one small cup and saucer. — Chinese 

frontier, 

33. Two wooden cups, painted, for use in temples for offerings to gods. 

— Ladak, 

34. A lamp, of black clay, in the form of a rudely executed peacock 

standing in a three-cornered tray — one of many of the kind in a 
Shiah Mosque at Skardo, 

36. A Zanskar flute, turned wood. 

37. A Shina flageolet, made of two halves, placed together, and joined 

by metal and bamboo rings. 

38. Another Zanskar shepherd's cap. 

39. A pair of Ladak woman's ear-lappets made of felt and edged with 

fur. 

40. A pouch and purse from Chinese Tartary, embroidered in silk. 

41. A Ladaki woman's tassel. 

41^. A turquoise head ornament for Ladaki ytomtn^ called Perak. 

42. A cap belonging to a Yellow Lama, of Pugdal. — Zanskar, 

43. A pair of sheepskin Tatar gloves, with the fur inside ; no fingers, 

but place for thumb. 

44. A copper box, rudely ornamented with brass, and a turquoise in the 

middle, to keep charms in. 

45. Seven small and one large tablet of stone, with the common Tibetan 

inscriptions collected on Chortens. 
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46. A wooden tablet, used as a seal for doors. 

47. A shell wristlet, got in LahuL 

48. Eighty-seven figures in clay, some representing different gods, and 

some deceased Lamas, whose ashes are mixed with the clay ; also^ 
images of Chortens, Buddha without a head ; groups, in coloured 
and gilt clay, of gods and prophets. 

49. Two Ladaki pipes ; one of iron, the other of black wood and brass. 

50. A Chinese opium pipe used on the Tartary frontier. 

51. A back dress Z^^iii^/ ornament, consisting of strings of leather and 

cowries. 

52. A Phallos made of hard stone. 

53. A hand prayer-wheel. 

54. Chinese chop-sticks (three sets, silver-mounted and enamelled). 

55. A Ladaki penholder. 

56. Another hand prayer-wheel, made of brass and leather. — Ladak. 

57. A prayer-bell, Drilbu, with a winged figure at the top. — Ladak, 

58. A well executed prayer-bell, got at Lama Yuru. 

59. A religious hand-drum, used by a begging Lama. 

60. A quaint Ladaki key ; the lock of brass, the key of iron. 

61. Red tinder pouch, ornamented with brass, and edged with a steel 

bar ; contains tinder, flint and steel. 

62. Chinese coins on a string. 

63. Permanent prayer-wheel, got at Leh Monastery. 

66. A Khotan tinder pouch, well executed ormolu. 

67. A Zanskar woman's ear ornament of beads and seeds of different 

kinds, coloured. 

68. A brass brooch. — Ladak, 

69. Tea and salt spoon. — Ladak. 

70. Ladaki 'Dor]^ thundei bolts, the priestly emblem of authority; made 

of bell metal 
72. Two very large folio books in long pages, one book being supposed 
to be the cosmogony ; the other a religious collection of precepts, 
etc. 

74. Quiver and arrow from Kafiristan. 

75. Yarkandi boots. 

76. Bokhara silk. 

77. Khotan coarse strong silk. 
7 8. Lhassa brick tea. 

79. China cup and basket. 

80. Goat-skin coat and cap ; a boot, a dagger, and an oil lamp from 

Kafiristan in the Hindu-kush, etc. 

This ethnographical collection, illustrating the races of Dardistan (as 
named by Dr. Leitner in 1866), also includes lay figures, representing a 
Kafir from the Hindu-kush, a Hunza man from the Pamir, or roof of the 
world, a Yarkandi, and a Red Lama priest. 



V. EGYPTIAN COLLECTION. 

An important collection (of which there is a carefully-prepared catalogue 
by the late Egyptian scholar, Basil Cooper), consisting of about 1,400 
antiquities which illustrate Egyptian ethnology in a variety of ways, and 
among the historical specimens of which may be mentioned inscriptions 
of Rameses III. and of Shishak, who took Jerusalem in the time of 
Rehoboam ; a blue porcelain head of a Canopus vase iii the shape of a 
bat; the upper part of a granite statuette with the name of Rameses II. ; 
a limestone seated figure; a green basalt fragment of a figure holding 
Osiris ; a gilded wooden fish ; some gilded bandlets and other objects ; 
some stone Canopi ; terra-cotta figures ; a sandstone tablet with a Coptic 
inscription; a large number of scarabs nearly all inscribed with hiero- 
glyphics ; symbolical amulets which were deposited with mummies ; 
numerous bronzes — most of them illustrate the Egyptian Pantheon ; a 
sarcophagus containing the mummy of the prophet Mentu of Menfi- 
Thebes, which is in a perfect state of preservation. This collection 
also contains a few Graeco-Egyptian figures, proving the same Greek 
influence in Africa as in Asia.
